The bulletins from Menlo Park during

«n's experiments with the electric light 
bat the belief has become rather general 
n this country and in England that for 
nee the great inventor has miscalculated 
is inventive resources and 
utterly 


ailed in bis promise to make the elec- 
ric light tbe illuminator of the future. 
Ir. Edison has kept thoroughly in- 
orraed of the feeling of the public on 
bis score, but bas not seen fit to reply 


tbe stories published regarding bis 


upposed failure, and has remained 
teadily at work in his laboratory exper- 
menting and arranging the intricate 
machinery by which he expects not 
jnly to fulfill his promise but to con 
ute the theories of the scientific gen- 
leraau who has ridiculed him and his 
plans. 


"These stories about my failure," he 


;aid in conversation with a Graphic re- 
lorter, "have had the effect to thin out 
he crowd of visitors who usually come 
0 see me, which to me is a blessing in 
lisguise. I have prayed for an earth- 
[uake or something of that sort to keep 
ome of them away, and if I put in a 
standing advertisement in the Graphic 
or this purpose it cuuld not have an- 
swered better than these flying rnraori. 
1 rather like it, and it wcraldn't hot',. T 
me a particle if they kept up the cry—.it 
east until I am ready to show what I 
lave accomplished." 


"Then you haven't given up your 


theories and have no t mode the failure 
m'your experiments with the electric 
light which is reported." 


Mr. Edison laughed outright at the 


question and answered: "Bless you, I 
have made no failure, but, on the con- 
trary have been successful in every- 
thing I have undertaken. I have al- 
ready secured twenty lights with one 
machine or six lights per horse power.. 
This is absolute and no idle assertion."" 


'Will your success in this respect ren- 


der your method so superior to gas that 
it will supplant the luttei?" 
"-,, 


'It will do this. It will render the 


electric light three times cheaper than 
gas. This is but the entering wedge to 
what I think I 0411 accomplish before I 
have ended iny work. I have secured 
six lights per horse power, and I think 
it is theoretically possible to get from 
fifty to sixty. \'on can imagine what 
effect this would produce, or what even 
ten horse would produce, when I say 
that six per horse power renders the 
electric light three times cheaper than 
gas." 


"And you have secured this without 


a doubt.'' 


"I have, and exhibited the lights 


my laboratory to my friends two weeks 
ago. There is no doubt about it. It is 
absolute. The lights furthermore burn 
brightly and steadily." 


"Is the luminating power superior to 


gas?" 


•'It is both brighter and better." 
"When do you propose to give a pub- 


lic exhibition of your invention?', 


"Perhaps in a mouth or six weeks. 


There are certain improvements upon 
which I am now engaged, and until 
have finished them and have everything 
in good working order, I do not care to 
give an exhibition. There is no mis- 
take. I have succeeded in my efforts 
and expect to acomplish a great dea 
more."

B Whitton 
is dead. Wiley may be living. He was 
a Missourian. 
None of tbe nine per- 


sons who signed the certificate knew 
the secret except Wiley and myself. 
There were two Mormon elders present 
when the plates wore found. 
Their 


names were Ward and Sharp. A man 
by the name of Savage, of Quincy, 
under an assumed name, borrowed the 
plates to show them to friends there and 
took them to Joe Smith. After they 
were returned, Wiley gave them to Prof. 
McDowell, of St. Louis, Mo., for his 
museum, but since McDowell's death 
we heard that they were taken to the 
Chicago Medical College and placed in 
the museum. By writing to Prof. John 
Hodgeu, of St. Louis, you may find out 
where they are, and also if Wiley is still 
living.
